tate for its frank admissions. In this 
light we can well forgive that journal for 
its fling at the Southern counties. 
The Post goes on to say: 
It is true, as the Stockton Mail charges, 
that San Francisco, by means of a false 
school census, did attempt to get more 
than her share of the State school money 
In connection with this detected and 
acknowledged villainy of San Fiancisco 
the Post undertakes to reflect upon the 
reliability of the school 
censuses of 
Southern California, and adds that if the 
thing is not stopped our school census 
enumeration will shortly outnumber our 
total population. 
As far as Los Angeles 
is concerned we assure our San Fran­ 
cisco contemporary that while our school 
census this year exceeds 27,000, the 
Great Register will contain the names of 
26,030 voters, of whom probably 22,000 
or 23,000 will cast their ballots at the 
ensuing Presidential election. 
The Angeleño, as he fixes his mind's 
eye upon $800,000 which will go to Sac­ 
ramento this year on Mr. Mason’s valua 
tion, of which only about $150,000 will 
ever find its way back, may be assured 
of two things: (1.) He will never know 
what it is to have fair play until he is a 
citizen of the State of South California: 
(2.) that 
there 
is 
no 
chance of 
such 
a 
State 
until 
we 
get the 
new and honest representation which 
will be ours by the census of 1800. The 
northern and central counties have got 
hold of too good a thing ever to let go 
of it voluntarily. 
It is true, as a third 
postulate, that we are growing at such a 
rapid rate that we may shortly have the 
preponderance of population of the 
whole State, and thus run things to suit 
ourselves, returning the compliments we 
have received, a la the game of shuttle­ 
cock and battledoor, but that is a contin­ 
gency that will take five or six years, ir 
all likelihood. 
Our most immediate 
remedy is to elect a sensible Democratic 
successor to County Assessor Mason. 


Jose, averaged a net profit of $600 a year 
from four acres of French prunes, the 
average covering a period of six years. 
We have heretofore given in the H e r a l d 
an account cf the profits from a single 
acre of oranges, and the mean average 
of a matured grove will far exceed the 
profit of Mr. Fleming’s prune orchard.

The 
prolific lands adapted to these miracles 
of production are after all limited in 
quantity, and it is certainly not exagger­ 
ating one whit to claim that, some day, 
they will command the yearly rental now* 
received for lands in France which have 
to be nourished to the productive point 
by expensive fertilizers and by artificial 
devices of all kinds. 
Ten years from to-day Los Angeles 
county alone will be selling $10,000,000 
of wines and brandies yearly to the out­ 
side world and Southern California will 
be supplying the United States with 
three-fourths of the canned f ruits used 
by our people. 
These possibilities point to a large 
population hereabouts, which will build 
up a great city in Los Angeles, and nu­ 
merous prosperous minor 
cities and 
towns at all points of the compass which 
look southward. 


meant that the import tax was to be re­ 
duced on sugar. Our esteemed and 
learned contemporary, starting out to 
correct the H e r a l d , shows its ignorance 
in an appalling way. It says that there 
is no internal revenue duty on alcohol, 
whether “used in the arts” or otherwise. 
The writer is probably ignorant of the 
fact that spirits and high wines are alco­ 
hol, and that they pay a duty of ninety 
cents a gallon. We would suggest that 
when the Express next undertakes to play 
lector, it might be well to know what it 
is talking about. 


T h o se A ssessm ent 
In e q u a litie s 
C rying W rong. 
It is a somewhat unique thing to see 
any San Francisco journal exhibit any 
compunctious visitings of conscience, but 
the San Francisco Post, of the 6th inst., 
plunged for the nonce into this unwonted 
mood, appropos of the discussion upon 
unequal assessments, which we take the 
liberty of reminding our contemporary 
was first started by the Los Angeles 
I H b r a l d . 
The Post opens its remarks 
thus: 
The honestly assessed counties, where 
property is put down at its full cash 
value, are Contra Costa, the mining 
counties in the north and perhaps San 
Joaquin. 
San Francisco and the bay 
counties are moderately assessed, while 
Stanislaus, Merced and nearly all of the 
southern counties are villainously under­ 
valued. 
That is to say that Los Angeles county 
is villainously undervalued when the 
asssessment for this year is placed at 
$107,000,000, or exactly forty-five per 
cent, of the valuation of the city and 
county of San Francisco last year. In 
the language of Squeers, “here’s richness 
for you.” If San Francisco were assessed 
at the rate at which Mason has assessed 
Los Angeles county it would figure on 
the rolls at more than one thousand mil­ 
lions of dollars, to the great relief of the 
rest of the State, the “ villainously under­ 
valued Southern counties” included. 
After this spiteful dab at the S juthern 
counties the Post gets down to some 
square talk and makes some quite valu­ 
able admissions: 
To a casual observer it might appear 
that San Francisco might more properly 
be included in the latter class, but that 
impression comes from the way in which 
the rich and very rich cheat the Asses- 
sor—or to put it more correctly, from the 
way in which the Assessor and the Board 
of Supervisors cheat the mass of the peo­ 
ple by dishonestly reducing the assess­ 
ments of the rich and the very rich. The 
poor and middle class in San Francisco 
are assessed up to seventy-five per cent 
of all they have got, while the rich are 
not assessed up to twenty-five per cent, 
of what they own. Here is a familiar 
illustration: 
The 
Board 
of 
Super­ 
visors, sitting as a commission to deter­ 
mine the amount of water rates to be col­ 
lected, decides that the property of the 
Spring Valley Water Company is worth 
fourteen millions, and allows it to charge 
on that basis. 
The same Board of 
Supervisors sitting as a Board of Equal­ 
ization to determine the amount on 
which the Spring Valley Water Company 
shall pay taxes, decides that its franchise 
and plant in this county is worth about 
two millions. If to this be added the 
assessment in other counties, which is 
about a million, it will be seen that the 
company collects revenue on fourteen 
millions and pays taxes on only three; 
which we take it as a marvelous illustra­ 
tion of the power of boodle to make 
figures lie. 
Jess so. The Post has drawn a truth­ 
ful picture of the discrimination in San 
Francisco in favor of the rich against the 
poor. That shows that the Bay City has 
a Mason in that single regard; but he is 
not a Mason in that, while cinching the 
«poor, he 
scrupulously 
refrains from 
cinching the city and county of San 
Francisco in which he lives. He is 
careful to 
remember 
the 
scriptural 
aphorism that a man is worse than a 
heathen who neglects his own household. 
The Post knows very well that the 
most down-hearted, constitutionally dis­ 
mal and atrabilious man in San Fran­ 
cisco can be asked to make an assess­ 
ment of the property abutting on Market 
and San some streets and Van Ness 
avenue, and that he will 
bring 
in 
from those three streets alone a larger 
valuation than the assessor has made of 
the whole city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco. This takes no account of the in­ 
numerable corporations which, like the 
Spring Valley Water Company, are as­ 
sessed for scarcely a fifth of their selling 
value in the daily market. 
It is w e l l , occasionally, to get an in­ 
sight into the way thing* are managed in 
the Bay City, end the Post i* entitled to 


S om eth in g About T ru ck (hardening 
an d F ru its. 
Prince Krapotkine has lately taken to 
estimating the ability of the earth to sus­ 
tain population. This discussion is not 
original with the Prince. One of the 
most striking and eloquent chapters of 
Henry George’s Progress and Poverty is 
devoted to the same topic, and George 
has worked out his theorems in a man­ 
ner verv 
fascinating to an idealist, 
Prince Krapotkine, who has lived much 
about Paris, has given a number of very 
interesting facts as to the achievements 
of the French market gardeners in the 
neighborhood of that gay metropolis of 
the world. Of coarse all the views of 
this Russian Nihilist have reference to 
the monopoly of land, which in his eye 
is as nefarious a proposition as the mon­ 
opoly of power by Emperors and Kings, 
but the faets he cites are useful dissociated 
from his political and socialistic theories 
He cites the instance of a market gardener 
near Paris, who from two and seven- 
tenths acres of land, produces an aver­ 
age of 125 tons of vegetables a year. 
That is to say, he raises 250,000 pounds 
of esculents every twelve month—enough 
probably to sustain life in one hundred 
people. At the low price of one cent 
per pound for these vegetables these two 
and seven-tenths 
acres 
would yield 
$2500. Two cents a pound is probably 
the right estimate, which would give 
$5000, or nearly $2000 an acre for the 
reward of the French market gardener. 
He also cites an instance of an English 
market gardener who clears $5000 off an 
acre in attractive truck specialties. The 
profits of the French market gardener 
must be large, because the average rental 
per acre is $150 of the lands applied 
to this purpose in the neighborhood 
of French cities. 
To accomplish’ these wonderful re 
suits the French market gardener is 
obliged to use highly expensive fertili­ 
zers, and to resort to ingenious expe­ 
dients in the shape of erecting walls to 
shut out adverse winds, thus creating 
artificially a more southern temperature 
One of these men has run pipes under a 
half acre of ground which he has covered 
with glass in the environs of Paris, which 
he fills with steam. By this device he 
is enabled to raise and sell from 1000 to 
1200 bunches of fresh asparagus a day. 
At two cents a bunch, which we presume 
is a moderate price, he thus realizes 
from $20 to $24 dollars a day gross, from 
this incredibly minnifled tract of ground, 
which throws the “Ten Acres Enough,” 
of the ingenious American author, far 
into the shade. 
As a conclusion of his inquiry, Prince 
Krapotkine, who has plagiarized his fun­ 
damental idea, concludes that if it were 
not for monopoly of land the earth would 
support 1000 people to the square mile. 
At this rate Massachusetts could support 
a population of 9,000,000 and the United 
States could feed 3,000,000,000, twice 
the present population of the globe. 
Dropping the Prince’s political and social 
theories, these facts about French mar­ 
ket gardeners are of great interest in 
Southern California. Here we have the 
sun for which the Parisian has to make 
such a heroic fight in expedients. We 
have a virgin soil of inexhaustible rich­ 
ness. 
Our advantages, as compared 
with almost any other portion of the 
United States, are practically illimitable. 
Take,, for instance, the matter of cheese- 
making, butter-making or the raising of 
graded stock. In Orange county, New 
York, the farmer can rely upon one crop 
of clover and peihaps a scant second 
crop a year. If he harvests two and a 
half tons an acre between both he does 
well. In Los Angeles county, on the 
other hand, if he has land adapted to 
growing alfalfa he can look for from five 
to eight crops a year, ranging in yield 
to from eight in ordinary to fourteen tons 
in exceptionally favored soils a year. 
The advantages in favor of tlje Southern 
California farmer are unspeakable. 
In the whole range of vegetable and 
fruit production it is the same tremen­ 
dous disparity in our favor. By a proper 
system of alternation the Los Angeles 
gardener can be producing something in 
every month in the year. 
It is a ques­ 
tion a* to whether the palm of superior 
profit lies with the fruit grower or the 
market gardener. Mr. Fleming, of San

The Repub­ 
lican leaders are also beginning to think 
it well to look to Minnesota, where one 
Republican member of Congress has 
seen fit to respect the will of his constit­ 
uents, irrespective of party, by voting for 
the Mills bill. With the Germans of the 
northwest heading in a body for the 
Democratic camp, it is highly expedient 
for the Republican managers to keep a 
steady eye on Wisconsin, which is trem­ 
bling in the balance. 
Coming nearer 
home, San Francisco 
is

for 
five thousand 
Democratic 
majority; 
and, 
with 
such 
a 
handsome 
send off, the State ought to be sure for 
Cleveland and Thurman by a rousing 
figure. 
With New Jersey assured to the 
cause of good government, as of old, and 
Connecticut prepared to vote as she did 
in 1884, there is small comfort for Re­ 
publicans anywhere on the 
political 
horizon. 


Y e s t e r d a y ’s programme at Agricul­ 
tural Park was one of the most interest­ 
ing ever chronicled in California or, in­ 
deed, in the United States. 
Senator L. 
J. Rose’s stallion Stamboul, the son of 
Sultan, beat Arab in the splendid time 
of 2:15. But even that great event was 
discounted by the superb achievement of 
Mr. Peacock’s Laura Gardner, who ran 
a mile and a quarter in 2 :07>4, within a 
quarter of a second of the world’s record. 
On her first real entrance, as far as 
respects her own limits, upon the turf, 
Los Angeles county has covered herself 
with glory.

Fair. Undoubtedly this is but the begin­ 
ning of a long line of splendid racing 
events. 


B u sin e s s of all kinds is decidedly on 
the up grade in Los Angeles. For this 
season of the year the activity reported 
in all lines of trade has never been sur­ 
passed. The demand for good real estate 
is much greater than ever before noted 
in the Summer months with the single 
exception of last year, and it is steadily 
on the increase. This is true of the 
whole of Southern California. The sale 
of Mr. Scott’s Colonia rancho in Ventura 
county, the other day, with receipts of 
nearly $550,000, shows that the inquiry 
for farming lands in this section is large 
and increasing. The table of real estate 
sales in this city and county will shortly 
take on something of the “boom” di­ 
mensions of the past.

In appearing before you for the first 
time to express to you my sincere and 
heart-felt thanks for electing me as an 
Honorary member of your society, you 
will permit me to address you with a few 
words upon the five virtues of the human 
mind 
as expressed 
upon the first, 
page

our 
Holy Bible. In the 
beginning God created the heavens 
and 
the 
earth, 
and 
the 
earth 
was w ithout form and void, and darkness 
was upon the face of the great deep. But 
the spirit of God moved upon the face of 
the waters. 
Then God said, “Let there 
be light,” and there w as light. And God 
saw that the light was good, so God di­ 
vided the light from the darkness, and 
tiod called the light day, and the dark­ 
ness he called night. It was evening,— 
it was morning—the first day. You will 
perceive, my friends, that the word light 
is here 
expressed 
five 
times with­ 
in the the first five verses of the 
very first page of that holy book. 
“ And God said, let there be light, and 
there was light.” And that God saw 
that the light was good. “Then God di­ 
vided between the light and the dark­ 
ness, and God called the light day, and 
the darkness he called night. Our wise 
men have said that these live-fold ex­ 
pressions of the word light in narration 
of God’s creation stands against the five 
great virtues of the human mind, viz: 
faith, virtue, knowledge, truth, and last, 
but not least, the Torah, or God’s Holy 
law. Such a five-fold light I recommend 
to your special care, and such a five-fold 
light should always be your constant 
watchword, because it will illuminate 
your life’s pathway like the shining sun 
at is meridian height. What would the 
world do if it had no light? What w’ould 
the earth be, with all its beautiful trees, 
shrubs aud plants; with its magnificent 
flowers and fruits, with its hills and 
beautiful valleys, in fact, with everything 
that now gladdens the human eye and 
enchants the human heart, if eternal 
darkness would forever cover it ? What 
would even the giant majestic canopy of 
heaven be if the prince of the day, and 
the king of the light, the sun, would not 
shine in the center ? O h! how sweet are 
thou, light, to man. 
Thou precious 
jewel from the hands of God, and thou 
most noble pearl, crown of God’s crea­ 
tion; for what would man be if he had 
no light? Let him have all his healthy 
faculties, let him have the strength of 
foot, the muscular arm, the iron fist, and 
the brazen breast; nay, let him have all 
treasures, and all the riches of the world, 
but take away from him that little light, 
only that little eye-sight, and he is poorer 
than the poorest beggar, and more help­ 
less than the smallest child. 
Our sages have compared the blind 
with the dead. And eternal darkness, 
on which no comforting morning dawns, 
blindness, where the husband cannot see 
bis faithful wife, where the father cannot 
see his only child, and where the true 
friend cannot see his bosom 
friend 
face to face is certainly a great horror, 
and who would not tremble at such a 
miserable fate. Light was therefore the 
first work of God’s creation, because, in 
His kindness, He would not that any­ 
thing of His creation should be without 
light. And as light is the most illustri­ 
ous work of God, so should the first 
light, or, rather, faith in God, ever be 
your first watchword to guide you from 
the path of darkness to everlasting light, 
life and bliss, honor and glory. 
The next watchword which I advise to 
your care is virtue. Virtue is morality 
and righteousness. Virtue is power and 
strength. Virtue is excellence and chas­ 
tity. Virtue, my friends, is a beacon 
light in itself, whilst sin is a darkness for 
ever and ever. 
Sin is in alliance with 
night and darkness. 
It shuns and flees 
from light, and hides itself before the 
eyes of man. But can it also hide itself 
before God? 
Nay, it cannot. Murder 
and sin will out, whilst virtue and 
righteousness will, even in the darkest 
night, kindle their own light. In the 
garb 
of 
poverty, 
sickness 
and 
death, it beams like a bright shining 
star. 
Virtue comforts 
the troubled 
heart, and heals every bleeding wound. 
I<et therefore the light of virtue be your 
second watch-word, for then you will 
ever have both happiness and righteous­ 
ness. Knowledge, my friends, should be 
your third watch-word. Knowledge is 
power aud wisdom, just as faith and vir­ 
tue are two noble gifts from God; so also 
is knowledge a great boon from our 
heavenly Father. ThiB light of knowl­ 
edge is often called a constant light, or a 
perpetual light, which man, as a high 
priest, is commanded to light up in the 
temple of his own mind and conscience. 
This great light of wisdom surrounds 
him like a beautiful garment, and adorns 
his head like a crown of precious jewels. 
The wings of knowledge cover man with 
glory ana honor, and the genius of wis­ 
dom will draw him towards the highest 
regions of the most sublime and lofty 
thoughts. Let therefore this noble gift 
Of knowledge be your third watch-word, 
to guide you safely towards the path of 
great wisaom, towards faith in God, and 
morality, and righteousness, towards all 
mankind. 
Light, my 
friends, also represents 


truth, and it should therefore lie your 
fourth watch-word. Our sages have said 
that the seal of God, is everlasting truth, 
whilst the lie, is utter darkness. The lie 
comes from sheol, and it leads the liar to 
everlasting darkness ; whilst truth origi­ 
nates from God. It comes out from the 
height of light, and leads to the highest 
regions of everlasting light. Truth is 
clear and precious, like the diamond. 
Truth is all and above all. Truth very 
often comes in conflict with liars and 
frauds, with 
hypocrites and 
deceit. 
These evil and injurious spirits very often 
assume the mask of truth, and endeavor 
to crowd themselves against truth, but 
the light of truth will always come out 
of the conflict in great victory, just as 
the sun is victorious over the dense fog, 
just ub the light of the sun gains its vic­ 
tory over the darkness of the night—so 
will truth forever exist, while the lie will 
pass into oblivion. I therefore hope and 
pray, that the Lord God will forever 
spread His great light of truth upon you 
all, and guide and lead you to His holy 
height, and Heavenly virtue. 
And now, my friends, we come to the 
last cardinal point of light, and that is 
the light of the “Thorah” or the crown 
of the holy law, that great knowledge of 
God’s sacred treasure, which he gave to 
his people on Mount Sinai as an ever­ 
lasting inheritance. 
That light is the 
source of all light, which 1 have here 
enumerated. Faith and virtue, knowl­ 
edge and truth, are certainly God’s preci­ 
ous gifts, but the light of the “Thorah” 
is God’s most sublime light, to all man­ 
kind. It is a lamp for our feet, and a 
bright shining light, to our path, and in 
whose heart this light exists, there is no 
fear for darkness. 
If that great light 
had not risen on Mount Sinai thousands 
of years ago, mankind would to-day, 
still be wandering in a night of utter 
darkness, in a night of heathenism, and 
in a night of the darkest love of idolatry. 
The children of Israel always had light. 
They said with King David :' “ When the 
Lord God is my light, of whom should I 
ever bo afraid?” “ And when the Lord is 
my 
fortress 
and 
my 
strength of 
whom should I have dread or lear.” As 
you are now permanently organized and 
established as a Young Mans Hebrew 
Association, and as you have the word 
“ Hebrew” as your motto, it behooves 
you to follow in the path of our ances­ 
tors. The thought of God, and to God, 
should he your constant light, and vour 
constant watchword. Then, will light 
always be around you. There will be 
light in your hearts, light in your heads 
and light in your souls. In the midst of 
your darkest evenings, you will have a 
bright shining light. All dark problems 
and questions of life, will forever be 
banished from your minds. All your 
tribulations and sufferings . of doubt will 
be easily explained to you. Even the 
the darkest night of the grave will be to 
you as a beacon light. Then will the 
light of faith and virtue and the light of 
knowledge and truth, be your everlast 
ing guide. Then, and only then, will 
there be poaoe and good will amongst yuu 
and God’s light will forever and ever ac­ 
company you. Amen.

«1ST OK THE ANTI-CHINESE BILL. 


Evarts Slings Rhetoric at the F ish­ 
eries T reaty—A Hot Day 
Followed by Rain.

W a s h in g t o n , August 8 .— In the Senate 
Stewart moved that the regular business 
(bills on the calendar) be laid aside and 
the Chinese prohibition bill taken up. 
Agreed to; yeas 40, nays 3—Senator* 
Berry, Coke and Jones, of Arkansas. 
The bill waa 
then passed without 
division. 


PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 
The bill provides that from and after 
the date of the exchange of ratifications 
of the pending treaty between the United 
States and China, signed on the 12th of 
March, 1888, it shall be unlawful for any 
Chinese person whether subject of China 
or any other power, to enter the United 
States except as in this bill provided. 
Chinese officials, teachers, students, 
merchants and travelers for pleasure or 
curiosity shall be permitted to enter the 
United States, but in order to entitle 
themselves to do so, they shall first ob­ 
tain permission of the Chinese govern­ 
ment or other government of which they 
may be at the time citizens or subjects. 
Such permission, and also their personal 
identity shall in such case be evidenced 
by a certificate to be made out by a dip­ 
lomatic repiesentative of the United 
States in that country, or of a consular 
representative of the United States in 
that country, or of a consular representa­ 
tive of the United States at the port 
or place from which the person named 
therein comes. The certificate shall con­ 
tain a full description of such person, of 
his age, height and general physical 
features; shall 6tate his former and pres­ 
ent occupation or profession or place of 
residence, and shall be made out in du­ 
plicate. One copy shall be delivered by 
the diplomatic or consular officer to the 
captain of the vessel on which the person 
named in the certificate eets sail for the 
United States, together with sealed cer­ 
tificates 
which 
shall 
be 
addressed 
to the Collector of Customs at the 
port where the pereon is to land. 
There shall be delivered to the captain 
a letter from the consular officer ad­ 
dressed to the col ector of customs, and 
stating that such consular officer has on 
a certain day delivered such captain a 
certificate of right of the person named 
therein to enter the United States as a 
Chinese official, or other exempted per­ 
son as the case may be, and any captain 
who lands or attempts to land a Chinese 
person in the United States without 
having in his possession such certificate, 
shill be liable to certain penalties. 
The provisions of the act are to apply 
to all persons of the Chinese race, 
whether subjects of China or other for­ 
eign power, excepting Chinese diplomats 
or consular officers and their attendants, 
and the words “Chinese laborer,” when­ 
ever used in this act, shall be construed 
to mean both skilled and unskilled la­ 
borers and Chinese employed in mining. 
The master of any vessel arriving in 
the United States from any foreign port 
or place with any Chinese passengers 
on board, shall, when 
he delivers 
his manifest of cargo, and if there be 
no cargo, when he makes legal entry 
of his vessel, and before landing or 
parmitting to land any Chinese person, 
unless a diplomatic or consular officer 
or attendant of such officer) deliver to 
the collector of the customs of the dis­ 
trict in which the vessel shall have ar­ 
rived the sealed certificates and letters as 
aforesaid, and a separate list of all 
Chinese taken on board his vessel at any 
foreign port or place, and of all such per­ 
sons on board at the time of arrival as 
aforesaid. 
Such list shall show the 
names of such persons and other par­ 
ticulars as Bhown by their certificates 
and other evidences required by this act, 
and such list shall be sworn to by the 
master in the manner required by law in 
relation to manifest of cargo. 
The master of any vessel shall not 
permit any Chinese diplomatic or con­ 
sular officer to land without first having 
been informed by the collector of cus­ 
toms of the official character of such 
officer or attendant. 
From and after :he passage of this act 
no Chinese laborer in the United StateB 
shall be permitted, after having left, to 
return thereto, unless he has a lawful 
wife,child or parent in the United States, 
or property therein of the value of one 
thousand 
dollars, or 
debts of like 
amount due him and pending settlement. 
The marriage to such a wife must have 
taken place at least a year prior to the 
application of the laborer for a permit to 
return to the United States and must 
have 
been 
followed 
by continuous 
cohabitation of the parties as man and 
wife. 
The Chinese laborer possessing the re­ 
quisite certificate shall be admitted to 
the United States only at the port from 
which he departed therefrom, and no 
Chinese person except Chinese diploma­ 
tic consular officers and their attendants 
shall be permitted to enter the United 
States except at the port of San Francis­ 
co, Portland, Or., Boston, New York, 
New Orleans, Port Townsend, or such. 
other ports as may be designated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 
’ 
Any Chinese person or person of Chi­ 
nese descent found unlawfully in the 
United States or its territories may be 
arrested upon a warrant issued upon 
complaint under oath filed by any party 
on behalf of the United State* by any 
justice, judge or commissioner of any 
United States court, returnable before 
any justice, judge or commissioner of 
any United States court or before any 
United States court,and when convicted, 
upon hearing, and found and adjudged 
to be one not lawfully entitled to be or 
remain in the United States, such person 
shall be removed from the United States 
to the country whence he came, but any 
such Chinese person convicted before the 
commissioner of the United States court 
may within ten days from such con­ 
viction appeal to the judge or district 
court for the district. 
A «ertified copy of judgment shall be 
made, and it may be executed by the 
marshal of the district or any officer hav­ 
ing authority of the marshal under the 
provisions of this section, and in all Such 
cases the person who brought or aided in- 
bringing such person into the United 
States shall be liable to the government 
of the United States for all necessary ex­ 
pense* incurred in such investigation and 
removal; and all peace officers of tie- 
several States aud Territories of the 
United States are invested with the 
same authority in reference to carrying 
out the provisions of this act a* the mar-

The Senate then proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of bills on the calendar in reg­ 
ular order.

As to the rejection of the 
treaty, leading to umbrage o ra collision 
or retaliation or war, he said he had not 
heard a breath above a whisper from the 
U nited Kingdom or any of its depart 
m ents in power and authority, that the 
rejection of the treaty would be cause for 
umbrage. 
Referring to the debate on 
the treaty, he said on the Democratic 
side it had bean redolent with the odor 
of de-Nationality, not of Nationality, and 
he asked, is it true that our enemies aro 
in our own household ? The most not­ 
iceable circumstance in the debate was 
(he said) the position of the Democratic 
party. It showed a geographical division 
as well as a political division, but it 
would not frighten the people of this 
country and would not 
deceive the 
people of G reat Britain. The people of 
G reat Britain knew perfectly well that 
w hen the patriotism of the American 
people was touched there was but one 
response from the hearts of the people at 
large. Canada, he said, had proceeded 
on the philosophy of Hudibras, not by 
force of carnal reason, but by indefatig­ 
able teasing. 
H e ridiculed the idea of 
reciprocity between the illimitable m ar­ 
ket of the United States and the stinted 
consumption of Canada. 
At this point, on the suggestion of 
Frye that the day was hot and the Sena­ 
tor then had been speaking two hours, 
Evarts postponed the rem ainder of his 
speech till to-morrow. After a few m in­ 
u tes’ secret session for executive business 
the Senate at 3 p . m . adjourned.

N o n q u it t , August 8 .—At 1 1 :3 0 a . m . 
the undertakers had finished the work of 
preparing the body of General Sheridan 
for transportation to W ashington, with 
the exception of draping the National 
colors over the casket. The casket had 
been placed on two rosters in the center 
of the room in which the General died. 
The expression of the face was very 
natural and peaceful. 
The body 
is 
dressed in a General’s uniform, the coat 
buttoned closely upon the neck, with a 
little space open showing a white collar 
and black necktie. The right arm lies 
easy across his breast, and the left arm 
is placed at the side. 
Upon the casket is 
placed the General’s chapeau, sash, belt 
and sword. There are no flowers on the 
casket, and no floral display will be made 
although several tributes have been re­ 
ceived. 
From this time on no one will be al 
lowed to see the rem ains, except Mrs. 
Sheridan, members of the family and 
the General’s staff. 
I t is not now ex 
pected that at W ashington any, except 
perhaps a limited 
num ber, 
will be 
allowed to view the body, it being the 
special desire of the family to avoid all 
display and conduct everything quietly. 
The casket will be borne from the Sheri­ 
dan cottage to the wharf on the shoulders 
of six men, and will be escorted by a 
detail of the Grand Army and a special 
guard of.honor from the Loyal Legion. 
Following 
the casket will come the 
funeral cortege. 
The numerous arm y corps 
badges 
which it was customary for Sheridan to 
wear when alive, were not seen on Sheri­ 
dan dead. 
Nothing relieved the breast 
of the coat save bright buttons, and on 
the shoulder gold epaulettes. 


ARRIVAL OF TH E BOAT . 
The hours hung heavily until the 
Monohansett hearing guards of honor 
from New Bedford Grand Army Posts 
and Loyal 
Legion 
appeared 
around 
Clark’s Point and stood in for Norquitt 
wharf. It was 4 :5 0 p . m . when the boat 
was made fast. W hen the Grand Army 
men reached the house they were met 
by Col. Kellogg and the undertakers, and 
Col. Rand went inside to see that every­ 
thing was in readiness. 
The Grand 
Army men then brought from the wharf 
a bier, on which the casket was borne. 
A little wait then occurred. The little 
faces of Sheridan’s children were a sad 
sight as they peeped out of the upper 
windows and wratched the G rand Army 
men come and go. 


THE REMAINS PLACED ABOARD. 
Presently the bier was lifted to the 
shoulders of the soldiers, and the solemn 
procession passed down over the lawn to 
the boat. The coffin was followed by 
Colonel M. V. Sheridan, supporting Mrs. 
General Sheridan upon his arm . 
Little 
Phil walked by his m other’s side. Next 
followed Mrs. Colonel Sheridan with 
little Mary. 
Sister Urbane followed, 
leading Irene, one of the girls, while Sis­ 
ter Justinian followed, 
leading little 
Louise, the other twin. Then came their 
governess 
and women servants, and 
Colonels 
Kellogg 
and 
Blount, 
Dr. 
M atthews and Clerk Roerbeck in turn. 
Down the long wharf, through two lines 
of members of the Loyal Legion in open 
order, passed the procession. The body 
was next taken aboard, followed by 
members of the Loyal Legion and Grand 
Army men bearing the casket. 
The Na­ 
tional colors were draped about the 
coffin, and the sword, belt and chapeau 
placed on top. The bier was placed upon 
the floor of the after-cabin, where a 
Grand Army man held a draped banner 
of the Loyal Legion. 


A SAD PARTING. 
If the procession had been sad, the 
parting was sadder. Colonel and Mrs. 
Kellogg with the children and servantd, 
were in a little group on the wharf to­ 
gether. Hardly an eye which Baw the 
spectacle was dry. Little 
P hil’s lips 
quivered and he broke out crying but 
the rest bore up nobly. The wheels of 
the M onohansett turned and the rem ains 
of the great hero left Nonquitt forever. 
Mrs. Colonel Sheridan rem ains at Non­ 
quitt with the Sheridan children. 
Clerk 
Roerbeck has been detailed to rem ain at 
the cottage to look out for th e interests 
of the part of the household left behind. 
Colenel and Mrs. Kellogg, who were in­ 
tending to go W ashington, were de­ 
tained by the sickness of little Julia Kel- 
log. The passage to New Bedford was 
uneventful. 
THE FUNERAL TRAIN. 
N e w B e d f o r d , Mass., August 8.—The 
steamer M ononhasett arrived at Vine­ 
yard dock, this city, this evening before

ing the arrival of the boat. Silently and 
slowly the coffin was borne to its place 
in the car prepared for it, while the 
family party stepped into the private car 
of Vice-President Thompson.

Schofield and three of his staff arrived 
here to-night for the purpose of perfect­ 
ing arrangements for General Sheridan’s 
funeral. 
He will issue tickets of adm is­ 
sion to St. M atthew’s Church to the 
President and Cabinet, the heads of De­ 
partments and members of the House 
and Senate and individuals. The church 
will seat about 1,000 persons, and the in­ 
vitations will have to be restricted to 
that number. 
The m ilitary guard of 
honor will consist of a detachm ent from 
the regular arm y and a detail from the 
Loyal Legion. 
The funeral procession 
from the church to the grave will be a 
strictly m ilitary one. No place will be 
made in the line for the mem bers of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Loyal Le­ 
gion, or any other m ilitary organization. 
This course has been adopted at the re­ 
quest of Mrs. Sheridan.

N ew Y o r k August 7.—The first wit­ 
ness before the immigration investigating 
committee to-day was a young woman 
named Mary Berg, for the past six years 
working for H erm an Berg, a flannel 
shirt maker on East 41st street. 
When 
she went there, two hundred girls were 
employed working on foot machines. 
About a year ago steam was put in and 
forty or fifty Russian Poles employed, 
taking the places of the majority of girls. 
Previous to the employment of foreigners 
the girls made from $6 to $8 per w eek; 
now they can only make $5 a week. She 
heard the employer ask one of the for­ 
eigners employed there if he could not 
get him more of his countrymen. 
He 
told 
him 
he 
could 
but 
would 
have 
to 
send to Europe for them. 
He told him to send and get all he 
could. 
There had been a continual 
reduction in wages since the foreigners 
came to the factory. 
She left there this 
week on account of a reduction in the 
scale of wages. She declared that a shirt 
made for sixty cents in 1884 is now made 
for forty cents, and one th a t was made 
for three is now made for two dollars. 
She said m any of these Russians and 
Poles work here and save money and 
then go home and spend it and return 
again to make more. 
She knew of a 
man who saved $2500 here and went 
home where he invested in business and 
lost it. 
He repeated the ex|>eriment and 
is now at work here for the third time, 
and working for $4 a week, in place of a 
girl who has been discharged. 
Mrs. Helen A ukner then took the 
stand. 
She is employed in making rub­ 
ber goods. About a year ago she did 
some work at making white goods for 
the purpose of investigating the rate of 
wages paid and the condition of those 
engaged in it. 
She found that an expert 
could not earn $5 a week. 
The average 
was about $4, while ten years ago they 
could make $10 per week. 
She ascribed 
this solely to the giving out of work to 
contractors. 
These contractors, 
she 
said, are Russian and Polish Jews, who 
take the work home. The work is not 
so well done by these contractors as it 
was formerly done by girls, but the 
manufacturers save larger sum s in rent 
and other ways. 
Witness never found a 
person who worked for a contractor who 
made $4 a week. 
She had carefully in­ 
vestigated the habits of these foreign 
laborers, and gave as her opinion that 
they are not only filthy and immoral in 
their mode of life, but their example is 
calculated to contaminate our people who 
have to mix with them more or less. She 
described sights to be m ost revolting. 
Dr. Charles Hoyt, Secretary of the Board 
of Charities, said the proportion 
of 
foreign paupers in this State was forty- 
seven tim es that of native paupers.

Council of the recently incorporated 
Personal Rights League effected an or­ 
ganization by the election of officers to­ 
day. 
W. H . Dyrenfurth was elected 
President. 
In accepting the Presidency, 
he delivered an address setting forth the 
objects of the League. He declared that 
the organizers and members of the 
League, while strongly in favor of tem ­ 
perance, are opposed to prohibition as 
being impracticable and degrading, and 
aimed at personal rights. Being opposed 
to prohibition they are naturally opposed 
to having the intolerant advocates of 
that principle obtain such control or in­ 
fluence in politics as may give them op­ 
portunity to introduce laws in restraint 
of the exercise of personal rights. 
The 
manufacture of alcoholic drinks as bev­ 
erages should be strictly under the con­ 
trol of the authorities, and stringent 
measures should be adopted to prevent 
the adulteration 
of 
food 
products. 
Among other aims of the League is the 
prevention of the corruption of the press 
and politics, purifying the administration 
of public finances and the repression of 
trusts and like monopolies. The League 
organization has extended to several of 
the larger cities throughout the East and 
the membership is constantly increas­ 
ing. The President said prospects so far 
are very flattering.

FUNERAL OF GENERAL ENDES. 


Police and Troops Come in Contact 
W ith R ioters—Condensed 
Telegram s.

P a r i s , August 8.—The 
funeral 
of 
General Ender, the ex-Communist who 
dropped dead while addressing the strik­ 
ers, Sunday, took place to-day. 
Fifty 
thousand persons gathered in the streets 
Adjacent to the house. Thousands lined 
the route to the cemetery. Some cavalry 
troops were stationed along the route. 
O ther troops were held in reserve for an 
emergency. Traffic in the streets through 
w hich the cortege passed was suspended 
stores were closed. Fifteen thousand 
persons marched in front of the hearse 
bearing the remains. They all wore 
bouquets of red immortelles. 
Baslv, 
m em ber of the Cham ber of Deputies, 
was present. H e and Rochefort were 
f 
;reeted with cheers and shouts of “ Viv 
a Revolution” and'*Vive la Commune. 
T he pallbearers were members oí the 
Commune 
of 
1871. 
Louise 
Michel 
m arched after the hearse. A brigade of 
police headed the procession. 
Large 
bodies of workmen and strikers followed 
quietly. The waiters and hair-dreesers in 
line were noisy and bore red fla g 9 , 
which were carried covered or not un­ 
furled. 
The crowds along the 
route 
shouted “ Vive la Comimune” as the 
bier passed. W hen the procession reach­ 
ed the Boulevard Voltaire, three red flags 
were unfurled. A Commissary of Police 
attem pted to seize one of them , when 
some one in the crowd fired a revolver at 
him , but the bullet went wide of its 
m ark. Another Commissary was beaten 
with sticks. 
Rochefort was set upon by 
anarchists, 
who 
handled him quite 
severely. 
He was|powerless before the 
menacing attitude of the mob. 
The 
f 
sns-darmes made a charge in front of 
rince Eugene’s barracks’ and striking 
in every direction with the butt end oi 
their muskets succeeded in releasing the 
police who had been surrounded by the 
mob, and capturing several red “ 
W hen 
the 
procession 
was 
passing 
Another point a revolver was fired and a 
bomb thrown close to a police station, 
b u t the bomb did not explode. The re­ 
serve force of police left the station and 
charged upon the crowd with drawn 
swords, wounding and taking into custody 
m any persons. The procession continu­ 
ed on its way to the cemetery, but grew 
sm aller as it progressed. A num ber of 
orations were delivered at the grave 
amid cries of “ Vive la Commune,” 
“ Vive la Revolution.” At the conclus­ 
ion of the orations the gathering dispers­ 
ed. The police did not oppose the dis­ 
play of red flags inside the cemetery,

I n d i a n a p o l i s , August S .— The Republi­ 
can State Convention was called to order 
at 10 this morning. 
It is the largest in 
the history of the State. There are eleven 
hundred delegates, and the hall, with a 
seating capacity of four thousand, is 
packed with spectators. The interior is 
decorated with bunting and portraits of 
Harrison, Morton, 
Garfield, 
Lincoln, 
G rant and others. 
Hon. W . H. Calkins, of Indianapolis, 
was chosen perm anent chairman. 
A 
committee was appointed to call on Gen­ 
eral Harrison and invite him to attend 
the convention. 
In his address Calkins touched upon 
the civil 
service 
law, declaring that 
Cleveland used the civil service question 
like the platform to a car. 
He used it to 
get in ; 
but when he got in he saw the 
sign, “ Don’t stand on the platform,” and 
he didn’t! 
[Vociferous cheers.] 
Referring to the nominees of the Chi­ 
cago Convention the speaker paid a 
glowing tribute to Morton, and then de­ 
clared : 
“ I need not refer to that other 
grand nam e,” whereupon the Convention 
burst forth in 
enthusiastic applause, 
cheering and waving hats. 
A resolution was offered, heartily con­ 
gratulating Blaine on his safe return 
home, but objection being made to a 
suspension of the rules, the resolution 
was referred to the Committee on Reso­ 
lutions. A resolution was also offered, 
paying a high tribute to General Sheri­ 
dan, which was adopted by a rising vote. 
The platform was then * read. 
It de­ 
clares that with grateful pride the Re­ 
publicans of Indiana endorse and ratify 
the actions oi the National Convention ; 
affirms allegiance to the principles and 
policy oi the Republican party, and says : 
We pledge to the nominee for President 
and Vice-President our united and suc­ 
cessful support. The electoral votes of 
Indiana will be given for Harrison and 
Morton. 
In commending Benjamin Harrison to 
the people of the United states we re­ 
peat the words in which this State pre­ 
sented him as a candidate for nomina­ 
tion: 
A Republican w ithout equivocation, 
always in the forefront of every contest 
devoted to the principles of the party 
with which he has been identified since 
its organization, prominent and zealous 
in all its campaigns, wise and trusted in 
its councils, serving w ith honor and able 
distinction in the m ilitary and civil ser­ 
vice of the G overnm ent; of great abili­ 
ties, a long and distinguished public life 
of high character and unblemished repu­ 
tation. 
Then follows a severe arraignm ent of 
the Democratic party in Indiana, charg­ 
ing it with conspiracy and the forgery of 
election returns, gerrymandering, fraud 
in the election of a United States Sena­ 
tor, corruption in the conduct of public 
institutions, etc. 
The platform contains a long labor 
plank demanding laws against imported 
servile labor; against the employment of 
children in factories and m ines; for 
labor safeguards in hazardous occupa­ 
tions, and for arbitration between capital 
and labor. 
Upon the liquor question it declares 
for local option, favors liberal pensions 
to ex-Union soldiers and sailors, and de­ 
clares that railways and other public cor­ 
porations should be put under legislative 
control. The platform was unanimously 
adopted. 
A resolution was adopted, am idet great 
enthusiasm , welcoming Jam es G. Blaine 
on his arrival home, declaring that.the 
enthusiastic honors now being paid him 
are properly awarded to a public servant 
who always and under all circumstances 
has been conspicuous as an American. 
At this juncture General Harrison’s 
presence was announced, and the Con­ 
vention went wild for several minutes. 
General Harrison, in his address, paid a 
glowing tribute to the memory of General 
Sheridan and spoke of Blaine as “ That 
great Republican and that great Ameri­ 
can now returning to his home.” He 
declared: “ We shall not be disappointed 
I hope, in hearing his powerful voice ir 
Indiana before the campaign is old.” 
Nominations for Governor then fol­ 
lowed. The nam es of ex-Governor Por­ 
ter, Lieutenant-Governor Robertson and 
Hon. W. A. Cumback were placed before 
the Convention for Governor. 
Several delegates seconded Governor 
Porter’s nomination, and his nomination 
by acclamation seemed im m inent, when 
a recess was taken. 
After recess the nam es of Congressman 
George 8teele, Rev. Ira J. Chase and 
General A. P H o v e y were proposed to 
j ^ onven^ on ^or the Governorship 
and the name of Governor Porter was 
withdrawn.

T h in g * o f H e n n ty P r o d u c e d In tlic 
E n v ir o n * o f t h e C ity , 
Yesterday Mr. C. E . Day brought to 
the H e r a l d office a bunch of flowers 
which to describe would call for the 
most graceful pen and vivid imagination 
of a poet.

The bunch of flowers of which so poor 
and unworthy a description has been 
given, is the satisfactory result.

Sturtevant will remove here and pro­ 
ceed to develop a most interesting indus­ 
try in the production of these beautiful 
flowerB on a large Beale.

Sometim es pa­ 
tients feel as though th eir whole head was In a 
state of rottenness, bo great is th e am ount of 
m atter discharged and so fetid is its odor. The 
patient is greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into th e th ro at of th e m orbid m atter from 
th e head, and as a recum bent position n atu r­ 
ally favors the flow downward, his rest Is fre­ 
quently dlsurbed from this cause. Many suffer­ 
er/ ar(* obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch 
elevated In order to sleep w ith some degree 
of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind and above th e soft palate, in 
the passage between th e th ro at and head, ad­ 
hering to the parts w ith glulsh tenacity. Its 
lodgem ent em barrasses respiration and creates 
a sensation of irritation and uneasiness in th e 
affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant 
and almoBt Irresistible desire to relieve th e dis­ 
com fort by draw ing th e m ucus into the th ro at, 
so as to eject it by th e m outh. This practice, 
•popularly know n as “haw king,” 1b character- 
Btic of catarrh, and proves as em barrassing to 
th e one affected as it is disagreeable to those 
around him .

Cases are occasionally m et w ith in w hich a 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coatB the m em ­ 
brane of th e nasal cavitieB, an d then putrifies, 
giving rise to a stench w hich is really overpow ­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison the atm os­ 
phere of a whole room ; and there are others in 
which all the secretions of th e m em brane aro 
suspended, causing an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, heat and leverlshness in the head and 
ose—a condition popularly know n as "Dry 
atarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to the air cavi­ 
ties of the bones of th e forehead an d face, giv­ 
ing riBe to a distressing sensation of heavy 
w eight or com pression over tb e forehead, espe­ 
cially in the region above an d between th e 
eyas, and to a feeling of fullness, heat, irrita­ 
tion, soreness, or pain in tb e nostrils near th e 
root of th e nose, as well as In th e upper part of 
th e throat, above and behind th e soft palate. 
Sometim es there is pain obstinately fixed in 
some particular p art, as in the tem ple, on th e 
top of th e head, at th e back of the neck, or be­ 
hind th e orbits, an d occasionally pain m an i­ 
fests itself in the face of so Bevere a character 
th at it Is frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is always tainted .an d at tim es as­ 
sum es an exceedingly fetid and sickening odor. 
In B orne cases it becomes so revoltingly offen­ 
sive as to render the sufferer an object of dis­ 
gust to him self as well as to others. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and con­ 
, jested, causing the nose to be stopped up, som e­ 
tim es on one side, som etim es on the o th er, and 
often on both, giving rise to a disagreeable, 
stuffy sensation in the head, and occasioning 
violent an d prolonged paroxysm s of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, ind istin ct and hasky, e r of 
a nasal character, displaying a sort of sniffing 
quality. 
O ftentim es th ere is a continuous 
hoarseness and discordance. There is also a 
sense of irritatio n in th e throat, and freq u en t 
attem pts to clear th e parts of phlegm , produc­ 
ing the sound "nem ,” m ore or less forcibly.

The m ucuous m em brane soon becomes m or­ 
bidly sensitive to unfavorable influences, an d In 
spite of th e utm ost care becom es affected from 
the slightest causes, so th at a breath of w ind upon
